Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1970. 

The  Registrar  G-eneral*  s  estimate  of  population  for  mid  1970  was 
3,010,  a  decrease  of  30  over  that  for  1969. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  v/as 
91,  an  increase  of  10  on  the  19^9  figures. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  duid.ng  the  year  was  46  (that  is 
26  Males  and  20  Females),  and  this  figure  shows  a  decrease  of  1  on  that  for 
the  previous  year's  figures.  There  v/as  1  still  birth  during' the  year. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  numbered  and  deaths  from  cancer  of 
the  lungs  and  bronchus  v/ere  classed  as  being  responsible  for  2  deaths. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  I8  for  England  and  Rales  was  the  same 
lov/  rate  as  in  I969.  This  trend  v/as  reflected  in  this  area  with  a  rate  of  11.00 
per  thousand  live  births, 

A  total  of  38  notifications  of  infectious  disease  vvere  recorded 
(as  against  21  notifications  received  during  I969)  made  up  as  follov/s  : 

Measles  4I,  Chicken  Pox  I4,  Infectious  Hepatis  1,  Tuberculosis  Respiratory  1, 
and  Tuberculosis  Non-Respiratory  1. 

During  the  year  the  only  important  piece  of  public  health  legislation 
for  district  councils  was  The  Agricultural  Act,  1970,  which  came  into  force  in  May. 
It  imposes  heavy  fines  on  any  person  summarily  convicted  of  selling,  other  than 
for  slaughter,  any  cattle  known  to  be  suffering  from  Brucella  Abortus.  In 
addition  to  this,  the  G-overnment  has  nov/  produced  an  incentive  scheme  where 
farmers  with  registered  Brucella-free  herds  get  bonus  payments  on  milk  or  beef. 

Also,  designated  areas  are  being  created  up  and  dov/n  the  country 
where  all  herds  must  become  Brucella-free.  Derbyshire  is  not  included  in  this 
scheme  as  yet. 


During  1970  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  we  received  no 
notification  of  food  poisoning  cases  in  this  district. 

I  have  once  again  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  A.H.Snaith,  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  to  the  General  Practitioners,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  other  Chief  Officers,  for  their  support  and  assistance, 
and  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  untiring  efforts  during  the  year.

B.C.G-.  VACCINATION 


The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered  by  the 
Chest  Physicians  on  the  one  hand  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  on  the  other, 
continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  The  Scheme  administered  by  the  Ches' 
Physicians  is  limited  to  cliildren  who  havebeen  in  contact  with  cases  of  Respira- 
Tuberculosis  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for  school  children  of  the  age  of 
years  and  upwards. 

DIPPITHERIA  MD  DIPHTHERIA  IMUNISATION 

I  am  indebted  to  Dr,  A.H.  Snaith,  County  Medical  Officer,  who  has 
kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding  diphtheria  immunisations  carried 
out  during  the  year  in  this  district. 

Record  cards  received  during  the  year  in  respect  of  children  immunised 
during  the  year  : 


Primary  Immunisation  ~  143 
Booster  Injections  -  66 

This  gives  an  increase  of  74  primary  immunisations  and  a  decrease 
of  9  booster  injections  as  compared  with  last  year's  figures.

POLIOMYELITIS  MD  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 


It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but  freedom 
from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents ■: continued  to  bring  their 
children  for  vaccination. 

RUEELL/i  VACCINATION 

Vaccination  against  rubella  came  into  operation  last  year  and  was 
offered  to  all  girls  between  their  11th  and  14th  birthdays,  but  that  initially 
priority  should  be  given  to  older  girls,  i.e.  those  in  their  14th  year.  The 
purpose  of  this  recommendation  is  to  ensure  that  as  many  girls  as  possible  are 
offered  protection  against  rubella  by  vaccination  before  reacliing  child-bearing 
age,  because  of  the  known  association  of  certain  foetal  abnormalities  with 
German  Measles  infection  in  pregnancy. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  T/HOOPDIG  COUGH  /iRDTETid^S 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints  is  available 
through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same  arrangements  remained  in  force 
throughout  the  year.  Injections  are  given  at  the  County  Council  Clinic,  or  by  the 
General  Practitioners  and  booster  doses  are  given  after  the  recommended  interval 
has  elapsed. 

Although  no  longer  a  major  problem  in  England  and  Wales  tetanus  continues 
to  take  a  regular  toll  of  human  lives.  This  is  all  the  more  disappointing  as  there 
is  good  evidence  that  active  immunisation  provides  a  high  degree  of  protection. 
Immunisation  at  the  time  of  injury  in  previously  unimmunised  i^ersons  is  less 
reliable,  and  once  the  disease  has  taken  hold  the  best  available  treatment  is 
uncertain. 


In  1964  preventative  measures  against  tetanus  v/ere  reviewed  by  an  advisory 
group  who  concluded  that,  as  active  immunisation  is  the  only  measure  v/hich  affords 
reliable  protection,  universal  active  immunisation  should  be  the  ultimate  goal  and 
reasonable  steps  should  be  talcen  to  achieve  routine  immunisation  (Ministry  of  Health, 
1964) .  This  advice  V7as  repeated  in  letters  from  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  to 
Medical  Officers  of  Hellth  and  Practitioners  in  September,  I965  (Ministry  of  Health, 
1965 j  a  and  b),  and  also  appears  in  Memorandum  Immunisation  against  Infectious 
Disease  (fentral  Health  Services  Council,  I968).

These  tv/o  Acts  give  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and  attention 
for  persons  who: 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  diseases,  or  being  aged  and 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in  insanitary 
c  ondi ti ons ,  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from 
other  persons  proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  a.ction  under  these 
Acts  during  the  year.

HOUSING-  BY  THE  UBBM  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


As  is  appreciated  this  is  one  of  the  most  important  functions  for 
which  the  Local  Authority  is  responsible,  namely,  the  rehousing  of  families 
living  in  overcrowded  or  insanitary  conditions. 

Wirksworth  has,  I  believe,  a  first  class  record  of  post  war  Council 
housing  and  taken  by  and  large,  its  housing  problem  is  much  less  intense  than 
many  other  similar  local  authorities. 

This  is  perhaps  borne  out  by  the  undernoted  statistics  supplied  to 
me  by  the  Housing  Officer  as  to  the  numbers  of  persons  on  the  Housing  Y/aiting 
List  as  at  31st  December,  1970»

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  the  modernisation  and 
improvement  programme  for  twenty-five  pre-war  houses  at  Snov/fields  View  was 
started,  and  the  construction  of  a  further  fourteen  Council  houses  at  Stile 
Croft,  Middle ton-by-Wirks worth  was  completed. 


HOUSING-  -  G-ENERALLY 


The  work  of  securing  essential  repairs  to  rented  houses  in  the  district 
was  maintained  at  much  the  same  level  as  in  I969.  This  routine,  but  essential 
v/ork  carried  out  by  informal  action  with  property  owners  entails  a  considerable 
number  of  meetings  and  liaisons  with  solicitors,  owners  and  occupiers  by  virtue 
of  the  fact  that  the  action  is  informal  and  not  statutory. 

However,  it  has  always  been  my  experience  that  Y/hen  informal  action 
is  carried  to  a  successful  conclusion,  the  result  is  more  satisfactory  to  all 
parties  concerned  than  when  the  Council  is  forced  to  talce  statutory  action, 
although  as  I  have  already  pointed  out  tliis  informal  action  by  its  very  nature 
is  most  time  consuming.

INrPROVEIrrEI^IT  &R;\NTS 


Work  on  improving  suitable  houses  continued  during  the  year  at  a 
steady  rate.  Fourteen  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  received  during 
the  year,  as  compared  v/ith  a  total  of  ten  in  1969-  All  these  Standard 
Grant  applications  were  approved.  The  work  is,  I  think,  one  of  the  most 
satisfying  aspects  of  the  Department’s  v7ork,  as  the  applicant  is  in  all  cases 
very  satisfied,  with  tiis  improved  standard  of  living,  and  in  each  case  a  house 
has  been  brought  up  to  a  standard  which  is  more  in  keeping  with  modern  ideas. 

It  is  undoubtedly  a  fact  that  tiiis  work  of  improving  houses  leads  to 
an  improved  standard  of  maintenance  which,  in  the  long  term,  prevents  the 
deterioration  of  a  house  into  a  slum  dwelling,  thus  avoiding  the  provision  of 
a  new  Council  dwelling  in  which  to  rehouse  the  occupants. 

The  following  particulars  of  formal  applications  received  and 
approved  for  Standard  Grants  for  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  will  no  doubt 
be  of  interest  to  members  of  the  Council.

REFUSE  COLLPCTION 

Despite  the  vagaries  of  the  British  Climate,  a  weekly  refuse  collection 
has  been  maintained  reasonably  satisfactory  during  the  year.  With  the  purchase 
of  a  new  compression  type  refuse  vehicle  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  this 
service  during  the  winter  months  with  only  the  three  regular  collectors. 

The  West  End  tip  has  now  been  filled  and  all  refuse  is  tipped  at 
Intalce  Lane. 

Refuse  collection,  is,  I  t|mA^  a  service  taken  very  much  for  granted 
until  the  rare  occasion  v/hen  for  some/ or  other  the  slightest  variation  from  the 
expected  weekly  routine  emptying  of  the  dustbin  occurs.  Perversely  the  better  the 
service  the  more  noticeable  any  departure  from  the  normal,  particularly  at  holiday 
times  when  the  men  themselves,  of  course,  entitled  to  expect  a  rest  from  their 
labours. 


I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  manual 
workers  of  this  Department,  under  the  able  supervision  of  the  Foreman,  for  their 
work  during  the  year.

With  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  various  posters 
and  v/all  sheets  on  clean  food  and  the  dangers  of  food  poisoning  have  been 
displayed  in  the  area.  The  subject  matter  of  these  posters  is,  of  course, 
changed  from  time  to  time. 

5.  Disposal  of  unsound  food 

Unsound  food  is  disposed  of  locally,  either  by  incineration  whenever 
possible,  failing  this,  on  the  Council's  refuse  tips.  There  remains  a  close 
liaison  with  proprietors  of  food  businesses  in  the  voluntarily  surrender  of 
food  unfit  for  hum.an  consumption. 

The  total  registration  of  premises  for  the  saJe  of  Ice-Cream,  now 
stands  at  19.  None  of  the  19  registered  retailers  of  Ice-Cream  actually 
manufacturer  Ice-Cream,  but  all  are  registered  as  retailers  of  pre-packed, 
individual  Ice-Creams  obtained  from  manufacturers  of  national  repute.  All 
the  19  premises  have  been  regularly  visited  by  me  and  monthly  samples  have 
been  taken  wherever  possible  and  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  examination. 

The  follov/ing  table  shoves  the  results  of  the  samples  v/liich  I  have 
taken  on  your  behalf  during  the  year  1970.  As  will  be  seen,  ,0.111  samples  taken 
Y/ere  pronounced  satisfactory  by  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  laboratory 
Service.

As  usual  I  have  received  the  full  co-operation  of  H^M. Inspector 
of  Factories,  and  whenever  necessary  we  have  discussed  problems  and  on 
a  number  of  occasions  we  have  visited  factories  in  this  urban  area  together. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  Factory  Inspector  has  kept  me  fully 
informed  of  all  deletions,  additions  or  changes  together  with  information 
regarding  the  use  of  mechanical  power  in  factories,  within  the  urban  area, 
and  your  registers  have  been  duly  amended  and  brought  up  to  date. 
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V/ATER  SUPPLY 


The  South  Derbyshire  R^ater  Board  provide  the  water  supply  for 
the  town,  and  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  I.G-.  Edwards,  Engineer  and  G-eneral  Manager, 
South  Derbyshire  ¥ater  Board  for  his  observations  which  are  given  below 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  v/aters,  A 
total  of  54  bacteriological,  1  chemical  and  52  partial  chemical 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  both  at  the  vrorks  and  from 
various  points  in  the  'Yirksworth  Urban  District. 

Of  the  bacteriological  samples  taken,  6  indicated  the  presence  of 
coliforms.  Further  check  samples  vdiich  were  taken  v/ere  satisfactory. 

Consumers  in  the  Middleton  and  Bolehill  areas  of  Y/irksv;orth  are 
supplied  with  water  from  the  Derwent  Valley  via  the  Breamfield 
Reservoir.  The  remainder  of  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  from 
the  two  local  sources  given  below 

Fluorides 

(i)  Wash  Green  Springs  0,15  p.p.m. 

(ii)  La.dy  Flatte  Mine  0.25  p.p.m. 

(c)  None  of  the  water  as  supplied  to  the  consumer  in  this  area  is 
liable  to  plumb o-solvent  action. 

(d)  All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply. 

(e)  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  and  population  supplied 

(i)  No.  of  dwelling  houses  and  houses  and  shops  1,821 

(ii)  Estimated  population  supplied  5,088 

(iii)  I  have  no  record  of  the  number  of  houses 
supplied  by  means  of  standpipes. 

In  addition  22  bacteriological  samples  v/ere  taken  by  myself,  all  of  which 
proved  satisfactory,  and  in  addition  5  samples  of  private  v/ater  supplies 
were  taken,  2  of  these  were  satisfactory  and  3  were  bacteriologically  unsioitable 
for  drinking  purposes. 

During  the  ^roar  the  delivery  of  v/ater  for  domestic  use  has  continued 
to  three  cottages  at  Godfreyhole.  Apart  from  the  "Salty”  taste  to  the  water, 
as  reported  last  year,  samples  have  indicated  that  the  v/ell  water  is 
bacteriologically  unsuitable  for  domestic  use.  At  the  time  of  Yuriting 
negotiations  are  in  hand  vd.th  the  south  Derbyshire  Water  Board  for  the 
properties  to  be  connected  to  the  main's  supply. 
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
